Perſon, retained, hired, or agreed with, and actually employed in the ſaid Coal Trade by any other 
Coal Owner, (of any Collieries or Coalmines in any of the Counties aforeſaid), or his or their Over- 
man, Staithman, Fitter, or Agent, during the Time he ſhall be employed under ſach Retainer, 
Hiring, or Agreement, and his Wages duly paid, or knowingly keep' or employ ſuch Perſon or 
Perſons, upon Pain and Penalty for every fix Days, he or they ſhall keep or employ ſuch Perſon or 
Perſons, to forfeit and pay for every ſuch Offence the Sum of 51.—Se&. 10. Provided that any Per- 
ſons, who ſhall be retained, hired or agreed with as aforeſaid, and ſhall not be paid their Wages 
within 14 Days after the ſame ſhall become due, may be hired and employed by any other Perſon 
or Perſons whatſover.—Sect.

Time or Term, and ſhall abſent himſelf from his Service before the Term of his Contract be com- 
pleated, or be guilty of any other Miſdemeanor, it ſhall be lawful for one Juſtice of the Peace of 


the County or Place where ſuch Offender ſhall be found, on Complaint upon Oath to him made by ſuch 


Maſter, or by his Steward or Agent, to iſſue his Warrant to apprehend ſuch Perſon complained of, 
and to examine into the Nature of the Complaint: And if it ſhall appear to ſuch Juſtice that the 
Perſon complained of, hath not fulfilled his Contract, or hath been guilty of any Miſdemeanor, the 
Juſtice ſhall commit him to the Houſe of Correction for the County or Place where ſuch Juſtice /hall 
reſide, for any Time not exceeding three Months, nor leſs than one.”

It is enacted, That if any Perſon or Perſons, ſhall, wilfully and 
maliciouſly ſet on Fire, or Cauſe to be ſet on Fire, any Mine, Pit, or Delph of Coal, or Cannel Coal, 
every Perſon ſo offending, being thereof lawfully convicted, ſhall be adjudged Guilty of Felony, and 
ſhall ſuffer Death as in Caſes of Felony, without Benefit of Clergy.” |

By the 9 Geo. III. C. 39, S. 3. For more effectually preventing the deſtroying of Engines for 
draining Collieries, Coal Mines, and other Mines, and Bridges and Waggon Ways uſed in convey- 


ing Coals, Lead, and other Minerals from thence; and alſo Fences for incloſing Lands by Virtue of 
Acts of Parliament; It is enacted, that if any Perſon or Perſons ſhall, wilfully or maliciouſly ſet 


Fire to, burn, demoliſh, pull down, or otherwiſe deſtroy or damage, any Fire Engine or other En- 
gine, for draining Water from Collieries or Coal Mines; or for drawing Coals out of the ſame; or 
for draining Water from any Mine of Lead, Tin, Copper, or other Mineral; or any Bridge, Wag- 
gon Way, or Trunk, for conveying Coals from any Colliery or Coal Mine, or Staith for depoſiting 
the ſame; or any Bridge or Waggon Way, for conveying Lead, Tin, Copper, or other Mineral, 
from any ſuch Mine; or any Fence or Fences, for dividing or incloſing any Common Waſte, or
